about four in the Afternoon; and was received with 
fuch Acclamations, that one would have imagin’d 
he was returning from a Signal Victory. 

2. What was the Prince of Orange doing all this 
Time? 

A. He ordered fome Forces to London, who fecur’d 
Whitehall; and then fent and defir'd his Majelty to 
leave that City, and retire to Ham, a Houfe belong- 
ing to the Dutchels of Lauderdale. 

2. Did he go there? 

A. Having aflur’d the Queen that he would fol- 
low her immediately, he defir'd to withdraw to 
Rochefler, which was granted; and the fame Day, 
(the 18th) the Prince of Orange came to London, 
when the People made Bone- fires for Joy of his Ar- 
rival, tho’ they had done the fame but two Days 
before upon the King’s entering it. 

2. Did the King flay any Time at Rochefer ? 

4.No; he got privately out of his Chamber the 
23d of December, and being accompanied with only 
the Duke of Beravick, his Natural Son, and Meff. 
Sheldon and Abbadie, he rode to the Sea-fide, and 
embark'd on Board a little Frigate, which land- 
ed him happily at dmbleteuf/e, whence he went to St.

Now tis the greateit Abfurdity to afcribe 
Agency to Chance; nowis it atall better ta fay, Chance 
acts with Defign, Precaution, or Uniformity. ‘The 
fame Wifdom there, that appears fo adm: irable in the 
S:uGure of an human Body, ts aS vifible in the Com- 
poliion of an Infect’; and Corruption is no more the 
Parent of thefe, than it is Gf other Animals, and 
even Men themielyes. Our next Bufinefs therefore 
isto enguire, whether Infe€ts, wherever they appear, 
owe their Exiftence to a new and extraordinary Crea- 
ton f or whether they are generated from a Seed, 
wih which God, in the Beginning impregnated eve- 
ry Species, and depofiied the’ Organs of future Ani- 
mals into Miniature, in order to their being difenga- 
g:dand unfolded by Time? ‘This lait Opinion js 
far more conformable to Reafon ‘and Experience, to 
the Oimnipoience of God, and the facred Writings ; 
which inform us; that God in the Beginning com- 
manced every Plaat to have Seeds in itfelf, of its 
0. o Recemblance, and every Aninal to multiply ac- 
cording to its OWn Species. 
it may perhaps feem difficult to conceive how thefe 
Ls etts fhould be feaitercd over the Face of the 
Earth ; for as foon as ever Wood, Meat, Drink, &c. 
begin :o putrify, we fee it (warm with Infe&ts. But 
this Uificulky will vanifh, if we confider that their 
Vaicuts are continually flying about to difcover con- 
Venient Lody ments for their ggs. And therefore if 
We always fee Infeis'in a Body as foon as it begins 
Lo corrupt, it isnot becaufe thefe Animals are en- 
cendered by Putrefaétion, or that the Eggs of Infeés 
are every-where feattered and diftributed ; but be.

Ccrably to any other Situation, is as proper, as the 
4 M 
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original Difpofition itfelf of thofe Young, to demon- 
frat e, that Corrvption cannot ingender any Being 
that Chance hath no Agency ; and laitly, that it is 
only Nature herfclf who preferit es to every Animal 
its Place, its Fun&tions, and its Food, 

Nothing happens here by Chance. The Motions 
of ininute Animals feem indeed accidental and capri- 
cious, but they as rea'ly tend to acertain Point, as 
thofe of the larceft Beings. We fhall find all the 
Sagacity we adinire in a Fox for chuting himfelf an 
advantageous Kennel, and the fame Induitry with 
which we feea Bird make itfelf a convenient Neft ; 
] fay, we fhall find all this a€tuating in a little Fly, 
in her Choice of a commodious Manfion for her mi- 
nute Poferity. No Infect abandons her Eggs to 
Chance, and the Parent is never deccived in the 
Choice of a proper Situation for tiem. If therefore 
the Young find immediate’ Nourifhmenr, when 
they forfake the Eggs, ic is becaufe the Mother has 
precifely chofen the propereft Place for their Support. 
Diflolve a Grain of Pepper in Water, and you 
will fee Worms of incredible Smallneis  fwim- 
ming in the Fluid : The Parent who knows this to 
be their proper Nourifhment, never lays her Eggs in 
any other Place. Look ata drop of Vinegar witha 
Microicorpe, there you will difcover a number of liule 
Eels, ard never any other Animals 5 bicaufe one 
particular Creature knows that Vinegar, or Materials 
which compound it, is proper for her Family ; and 
therefore depofits them either in that Matter, or the 
Liquor itfelf, and no where elfe. In thofe Countries , 
where the Silk-worm feeds at large in the Fields, her 
Eggs are only to be found on the Mulberry-‘T'ree. 
Tis ealy to fee what Intereit. determines her to this 
Choice : You never. will find upon a Cabbage any 
Eggs of that Caterpillar who eats the Willow, nor 
fee upon a Willew the Eg ggs of any Caterpillar who 
feeds upon Cabbage." ‘The Moth ieeks for Curtains, 
Woollen Stuffs, drefled Skins , or even Paper, be- 
caufe its Materials are Fragments of Cloth, which 
have loftthe bitter Flavour ‘of Hemp, by the work - 
ing of the Paper-mill. But you will never meet with 
this Creature either in a Plant or Wood, or even in 
pews Meat. Onthe contrary, ‘tis in this laft that 

the Fly depolits her Eggs. What Intereft attracls 
herthere? Would not her Eggs be better lodged in 
a fine China Vafe, which fhe might ufe as the plea- 
fed ? Experience will convince you better, what 
it is that regulates her Choice. 

Take a Slice of Beef, new killed, and put it into 
a Pot; put likewife, a Slice into a Pot thatis very 
clean, and cover it immediately with a Piece of Silk, 
{o that the Air may tranfpire, and the Flies be pre- 
vented from iliding their Eggs into the Veflel. ‘The 
firft Slice will undergo the common Confequence, 
becaufe the Flies, have their full Liberty to lay 
tHeir Eggs. The other Piece will change amd decay 
by the Admifion of the Air, and at laft be sedu- 
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ced to Powder by Evaporation ; but neither Fggs, 
Worms, nor Flies, will be found there : ‘The 
moft that can happen, will be this: The Flies allured 
by the exhaling Odour, will fettle in Swarms upon 
the Cover, and endeavour to enter; but at laft will 
leave their Eggs upon the Silk, being unable to pe- 
netrate any farther. 

This Inftance makes it evident, that Corruption 
cannot engender any Animal; and indeed feveral 1: - 
feéts feek what is quite different from it, to lodge 
and nourifh their Young. But if fome Animals live in 
Putrefaction, *’tis no more furprifing to fee them lay 
their Eggs in a Body tending to Corruption, than it 
is toview a Mother and her Family working with 
Sickles in a Field of ripe Corn, All Nature 1s full 
of Animals, fome fixed to one Kind of Nourifhment, 
others to a different. Ali of them have their Eyes 
attentive on their Prey, and nothing eludes theirs Pe- 
netration.

» Rumour of Mafantelle’s Vilit, and the Curiofiry of 
(ng their General in his new and. fpcndid Egquizaze, 
a4 drawn together from feverad larts, having reforred 
- the Pelace-yard, where they had waited fome Time 
of 1 ut feeing him appear, began to murmur, fearing 
chat fome Mifchance was befallen their Chief, and that 
rhe Viceroy had violared his Faith to him, and caufed him 
ee arrefted, or perhaps murdered. The Murmur in- 
erealed, and the Rabble grew ar laft foclamorous, that 
their Noife reached the Viceroy’s Ears ; who being in- 
Orm’d of the Reafon of it, to appea’ the Tumult, im- 
mediate y fhewed himfelf, with his Company jn a Bal- 
cony, from whence Ma/fanielio having aflured the Mul- 
rude, thar he was under no manner of Reftraint, they

rhe Duke of Arcos, The Fifherman then told his Excel- 
kency, he would prefently give him a Sp cimen of the 
nerpolitans Obedience; and at the fame Time putring 
s Finger to his Mouth, the Rabble ceafed their Noife ;

sofound S:lence immediately follow’d ; and among fo 

eata Multitude, there was fearce one of them feen to 

breathe. Then commanding upow Pain of Rebellion, 
‘parevery Souk there fhould retire, the Court-Yard was 
cleared, 29 ic were in an Inftant, and not a Man left up- 
on the Place. 

The Viceroy having beheld ‘with no fmall Surprize, 
this Kind of Miracle, renewed the Conferences with the 
Archb fhop and Mafaniello ; whercin it was refolv’d, © that 
she Capitulations, that had been figned by the Viceroy, 
snd the colatreral Council, and the Council of Stare, 
fhould be forthwith printed ; and that.on the Saturday 
following, they fhould be again read publickly in the 
Cathedral Church, After which his Excellency, and the 
Council aforefaid, and all the Officers and Magiftrates of 
the Kingdom, fhould take a folemn Oathto obferve them 
wviolably for ever; as alfo to obtain the Rarification of 
them, as foon as poffible, from his Catholick Majetty.’ 
The Conicrences then broke up; and the Viceroy having 
made many Proteftations of Friendfhip and Efteem to 
Mafaniello, and withal affured him, ‘ that he was much 
beholden to him, for that by his ftri&t Severity, he had 
rid the City of fo many Ruffians and Outlaws ; he ended, 
by telling him, that as he highly approved his Conduct 
litherto, fo now he left the Management of Affairs whol- 
ly to his Care and Wifdom.’ Whether thefe laft Words 
were feriouRy fpsken by the Viceroy, or only by bee 
of Compliment, ’tis certain, Mafcniello made them fo 
mech to his Advantage, that from that Moment to the 
Jaft of his Life, he aéted, and in all Refpeéts govern’d, 
as it he had been King of Naples; fertiing, and deci- 
cing by his own private Authority, al] Matters Civil and 
Military. But the Viceroy did nor difinifs Mafayiello, 
without conferring upon him fome more fubftantial 
Marks of his Fayour, than Complimentsand fair Speeches 
only ; for he made him a Prefent of a Golden Chain, 
which indeed he feveral Times refufed ; bur at the Arch- 
bifhop’s earnelt Entreaty at length accepted of ir; he was 
at the fame. Time, by his Excellency, created Duke of 
St. George. The Viceroy accompanied his Honour, 
with many Careffes, which probably were meant only 
to amufe Ma/aniello; who after having kifled the Vices 
7 & Knee, and taken his Leave, waited upon the Arch. 
bifhop to his Palace ; and from thence retired in his E- 
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minenec’s Coach pretty late In the Evening to his own 
Houte, arrended by a numbeslef& Throng of People, who 
by their Acclamations, Bonfires, and Rineing of Rel):

And indeed our Fifherman, who knowing of whatall 
Confequence it would be, to fuffer the Crime of Difobe- 
dience to go wunpunifhed, would never have pardoned 
the Jeaft Infringement of any of his Commands : He wag 
fatisfied, that nothing was {o requifite in carrying on hia 
great Defign, as the exaét Obedience of the People ; and 
therefore from the Beginning of the Iniurrection, he 
chiefly applied himfelf to form them toit ; and he wifes 
ly judged with Epaminondas, that the Obedience of a 
Soldier is the firmeft Bafis and Support of a Gereval, 
whofe Arms with this Advantage, can feldom failof Suce - 
ee{s. 

But fince I have mentioned the Name of Fpaminondas,

thar great Man, which as itis pertinent toour Subjed, 
will not I hope be thought foreign to the Purpofe. This 
renowned General of the Thebans, being on rhe Poinr of 

iving Bartle to the Greeks, was by the Oracle adviled to 
Ffer the Engagement, becaufe the Stars portended an abe 
folute Defeat of his Army ; and on the other Hand pro- 
mifed 2 fuccefeful Event to our Enemies. But Epaminondas, 
whiofe Wifdom equalled his Courage, bethoughe himielf 
Of am ingenious Stratagem, by which he anced his 
Glory in {pite of the malignant Iniluenc 
The Stratagem was this; He writ ina pair § 
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you obey your Leaders, the Oracle declares you victo-

to the 11th of April, 1751, (when we were releafed trom 
our Slavery, inorder to come Home to our Native Coun- 
try, Where we happily arrived the Middle of Zune 1751) 
to R. WALKER, Printer, in the Little-Old. Bailey, to vc 
by him prinred ; and have not, nor will not give any 
Account to any other Perfon for the like Purpofe. 

And we do hereby declare, that in the faid Account 
there is nothing contained burt real Matters of Fact, withe 
out any aggravating Circumftances, to render our Caiae 
mities more deplorable than they really were ; and whele 
fecond Captivity was much harder than the firit ; as cc. 
ring which Time, theres was not only a Plague in the 
Country, which deftroyed13 Hundred People a Day inthe 
Town we were in; but what is {till worfe, a Fanune ene 
fued, though (through Providence) we were heppuy prt 
erved from the fatal Confeguences of both. To thele 
unforefeen Calamities were added, the Miferies of a Gv! 
War, by Means whereof, the Emperor's Black Army re 
volred, and endeavoured to fet up his Son in his Stead.
